I veryone has his vice. For Mark Borkovec, it’s salt. 

“Salty’s like my chocolate,” the Elmhurst resi- 
dent, 3 6, told RedEye. “It’s very satisfying.” 

And he’s not alone in his love of the not-so-sweet stuff. 

Now that we’ve waved goodbye to a holiday season full 
of seasoned goodies, a 2009 Consumer Reports study 
finds that the average American consumes nearly twice 
the recommended maximum amount of sodium every day. 
(The report found we also down nearly 460 nutritionally 
empty calories of added sugar every day, but that’s a differ- 
ent story.) And all that seasoning is taking its toll— a recent 
Rand Corporation study found about one-third of adults 
have high blood pressure due to excessive sodium intake. 


But Americans can’t seem to get enough. 

“I probably consume too much salt,” Borkovec said. “But if my doctor 
told me I was using too much, it probably wouldn’t stop me.” 

Adding insult to injury: Most of the sodium we consume is lurking 
where you might not suspect. So overdoing it is not out of the ques- 
tion. 

“It’s really easy to do,” said Hannah El- Amin, a clinical dietitian at the 
Northwestern Center for Integrative Medicine and Wellness, because a 
lot of prepackaged foods, snack foods and restaurant cuisine all tend to 
have more sodium. 

Tomato juice, chips, cured meats, frozen dinners, salad dressings and 
condiments all are sodium-packed culprits, she said. 

And while a dash of the salt shaker is tempting, it’s not the major addi- 
tion of sodium in the average American’s diet. A recent study estimates 
that 75 percent of dietary sodium intake comes from processed foods, 
not salt added during cooking or at the table, according to the Rand 
Corporation. 

Bottom line: Salt is everywhere. Might as well learn a thing or two 
about it, right?

Salt. It even sets records. According to Guinness World Records, the 
world’s largest salt flat is the Salar de Uyuni in Bolivia (above). At 
11,975 feet above sea level, this expansive flat covers 4,600 square 
miles and contains an estimated 10 billion tons of salt. 
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So why do some people love salt so much while others prefer 
sweet snacks? 

Researchers still don’t fully understand that, as they 
don’t know how salty tastes are detected in taste receptors, 
according to Leslie Stein, a science communications officer 
at the Monell Chemical Senses Center, an independent non- 
profit research institute in Philadelphia. 

“A complete understanding of that would be helpful if we 
wanted to help people decrease their salt by finding ways to 
enhance the taste of foods without so much sodium,” she 
said. 

And as for what makes people crave all things salty, the 
verdict still seems to be out. 

“Monell research has shown that people who stick to a 
lower-sodium diet for a period of time come to prefer lower 
levels of saltiness in their foods,” she said. 

But Morton Satin, technical director at the Salt Institute 
in Alexandria, Va., said people who were denied salt in the 
womb become lifelong cravers. 

“The only formed trait that we know of for people to get an 
excessive appetite for salt is if they were denied salt in utero. 
If the mother was told to go on a low-salt diet, the child will 
have a lifelong increased appetite for salt,” he said.

It may be hard to believe, but Americans aren’t the ones using the most 
table salt, according to Morton Satin, technical director at the Salt 
Institute, which follows the salt market. 

The countries that consume the most salt are Japan and Switzerland, 
taking in an average of io grams to 12 grams of sodium per day, he said. 
The groups that consume the least amount of sodium are several tribes 
in Brazil. American consumers fall somewhere in the middle. 

Perhaps more surprising: The majority of salt sold is not used for cook- 
ing and sprinkling on foods, but for de-icing roads. The second largest use 
is water conditioning, and the smallest market is for consumption— only about 5 percent to 
6 percent of the volume of salt sold is used for on foods and in cooking. 

While Americans may not consume the most table salt, Satin said the U.S. consumes the 
greatest amount of salt used to de-ice roadways— more than 22 million tons in 2008.

Whether you’re looking for stress relief, a way to treat colds or respiratory problems, or to 
improve your skin, salt caves may be the answer, according to supporters of the treatment. The 
caves are made from bricks of salt and kept to a humidity meant to replicate the seaside. The 
form of therapy is traditionally most common in Poland, but area salt caves have been attracting 
a much wider audience. In Chicago, the Galos Caves (pictured above, at 6501 W. Irving Park 
Road, 773-283-7701) offer an “oasis of peace and relaxation.” 



Iodized salt contains potassium iodide, a necessary 
nutrient that help prevent iodine-deficiency, which can lead 
to Cretinism, a condition which slows the development of a 
child’s brain. Morton Salt developed iodized salt in 1924 to 
help prevent goiters, which were common at the time, said 
Morton Salt CEO Mark Roberts. 


Sea salt is evaporated from 
sea water; kosher salt is a 
larger grain than table salt 
and is used in making meats 
kosher, according to the Salt 
Institute. 


Whether generously 
sprinkled with kosher salt 
or carefully camouflaged in 
fast eats, these foods and 
condiments top the charts of 
all things salty, according to 
product Web sites.

What we Crave

The versatility of crepes never ceases 
to amaze us. How can a paper-thin 
pancake so seamlessly adapt itself from 
breakfast to dinner, all while maintain- 
ing its appeal as a succulent dessert? The 
secret’s in the stuffing, 
and Crepe Crave, a 3- 
month-old Bucktown 
creperie serving sweet 
and savory versions of 
the European pancake 
alongside gelato and 
an extensive coffee 
selection, has its down 
to a science. 

Brunch is available daily thanks to 
breakfast crepes undertaking staples 
that brunch-goers, well, crave. Got a 
Greek-omelet guy in your group? Get 
the Greek Egg ($6), made with feta 
cheese, spinach, tomatoes and eggs. 
Hankering for the basics? Try the 
Classic ($5.50), a Crepe Crave favor- 
ite that tackles diner-style breakfast 
with scrambled eggs, cheddar cheese 
and bacon packed into a hefty savory 


pocket. (The bacon won’t pass anyone’s 
crisp test, but like ham in a casserole, it 
works.) 

The list goes on, from lunchy pizza 
or turkey-club crepes to the must-try 
Norwegian ($7.50, left, smoked salmon 
paired with cream 
cheese, red onions and 
capers) and a laundry 
list of build-your-own, 
or “create your Crave,” 
options. And though this 
brunch doesn’t come 
with a cocktail, Crepe 
Grand Marnier ($4.50), 
made simply with butter and sugar, 
comes spiked with a splash of the name- 
sake spirit. 

Like its food, Crepe Crave feels versa- 
tile. All crepes are made to order behind 
a glass counter, so the little cafe is as 
convenient for a late-morning stop-off 
(to-go crepes are wrapped in foil and 
packed into a pizza slice-shaped box for 
safe, warm traveling) as it is comfortable 
to stick around. If you opt to lounge 
awhile on the couch or at a table, take 


time to smell the tea ($1.50 -$1.65) pro- 
vided by Minnesota-based TeaSource. 
Seriously It’s lined up on the counter 
for sniffing— and it’s heavenly Breakfast 
Assam is an obvious choice to pair with 
the Classic crepe, but we enjoyed the 
tart herbal Red Berries. Illy drip coffee 
serves as the house java and is accom- 
panied by lattes and other coffeehouse 
favorites. 


The downside to an all-crepe menu? 
%u’re locked into one cuisine, save 
for a scoop of gelato. But considering 
make-your-own fillings range from 
grilled chicken to pepperoni and brie to 
hummus, consider this place bursting 
with options.

The medical 
drama works better, as the film pres- 
ents an inspiring version of the interac- 
tion between science and business as 
medicine develops once the necessary 
signatures and dollars are in place. Too 
bad Fraser, who’s in way over his head 
skill-wise, sabotages the movie every 
time he’s on screen. Which is almost 
every scene.

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Experts say they may have found the body of Princess Eadgyth, more than 1,000 years after she was carted off to Germany to marry an 
ambitious Saxon duke, ap 

The original Diana 

Archaeologists believe they’ve found body of popular 10th century princess

LONDON She was a beautiful English princess 
who married one of Europe’s most power- 
ful monarchs and dazzled subjects with her 
charity and charm. 

Now an international team of scientists 
say they think they’ve found the body of 
Princess Eadgyth (pronounced Edith)— a 
10th-century noblewoman who has been 
compared to Princess Diana. 

“She was a very, very popular person,” said 
Mark Horton, an archaeology professor at 
Bristol University in western England. “She 
was sort of the Diana of her day if you like — 
pretty and full of good works.” 

Horton is one of a team of experts working 
to verify the identity of some bones found at 
Magdeburg Cathedral in Germany 

The skeleton was uncovered as part of 
a wider research project into Magdeburg 
Cathedral, about 90 miles west of Berlin. 


OLDEST ROYAL REMAINS 

Should the skeleton be positively identified 
as belonging to Princess Eadgyth, it would 
be oldest remains of any English royal 
discovered so far. Experts say her closest 
competitors-the bones of various Saxon 
royals in Winchester Cathedral in southern 
England-are so hopelessly jumbled together 
that no single person can be identified. 



The elaborate 16th-century monument in 
which the body was found was long thought 
to be empty 

When archaeologists opened the monu- 
ment in 2008, they found a lead coffin bear- 
ing her name and carrying a nearly complete 
set of bones wrapped in silk. 

Horton said the skeleton belonged to a 
woman between 30 years and 40 years of 
age. But there is some doubt as to whether it 
is the late royal: Historians believe Eadgyth’s 


body was moved several times— a common 
practice as far as the bodies of saints and 
royalty were concerned. 

“The inscription {on the coffin] says she’s 
been moved twice previously,” Horton said, 
adding there’s archaeological evidence of at 
least two more moves. 

Eadgyth grew up at the dawn of the 10 th 
century, a period during which her half 
brother King Athelstan extended his rule 
over all of England and drew on his sisters to 
cement his influence among foreign rulers. 

Eadgyth was destined for Duke Otto of 
Saxony, a warlord’s son who would eventu- 
ally rise to become the first ruler of the Holy 
Roman Empire. 

Tradition holds that she and her younger 
sister Adiva were both presented to Otto, 
who was invited to pick which one he liked 
best. Eadgyth’s looks and charm won out 
over her sister’s youth. 


National 
art scene 
hits big 
slump

WASHINGTON The number of U.S. arts 
organizations grew by thousands over 
the last decade, but many now are strug- 
gling with greater competition for audi- 
ences and charity dollars, according to a 
national study of the industry’s health. 

The first National Arts Index released 
Wednesday by the group Americans for 
the Arts shows the nation’s arts busi- 
nesses fell into their biggest slump in 
more than a decade in 2008. It looks 
at 76 indicators, including music roy- 
alties, Broadway ticket sales, museum 
visits, philanthropy and the number of 
college art majors. 

The index registered an overall 
4.2 percent decline for the arts sector 
from 2007 to 2008, though researchers 
say the problems began brewing much 
earlier. 

Among the key findings: 

» The number of nonprofit arts 
groups grew from 73,000 to 104,000 
since 1998— at the rate of one every 
three hours between 2003 to 2008. 
Still, one out of three failed to break 
even on their budgets, even in the best 
economic years. 

» The arts follow the nation’s business 
cycle and depend on billions of dollars 
in consumer spending. Researchers pre- 
dict the arts “may not ‘hit bottom’ until 
2011” when a rebound will begin. 

» Public participation in the arts is 
increasing on the Internet, at ethni- 
cally and culturally specific organiza- 
tions and at home as people create their 
own art. Attendance at mainstream arts 
organizations is in a steady decline. 

» Arts and cultural groups are losing 
market share of philanthropy to other 
charitable causes, including interna- 
tional, environmental and disaster 
relief. 

» Demand for arts education is up as 
more college-bound high school seniors 
are completing four years of arts and 
music, and the number of college art 
degrees conferred annually has grown 
by 45,000 over the past decade.

Iron will 

How many Ironman Triathlons can one man run in a year?

With apologies to Robert Downey Jr., Sean 
Stringer is the real Ironman. 

The 40 -year-old Loop resident gritted out 
20 Ironman Triathlons in 2009— unofficially 
shattering the Guinness World Record of 
14 Ironmans completed in a single year— and 
plans to soon compete in Israel, giving him 21 
races over a 12-month period. 

“I went for 20 because someone told me that 
a guy in Belgium was doing 19,” Stringer told 
RedEye. “I didn’t want my name in the record 
books with an asterisk next to it.” 

The Ironman gets its tough- sounding name 
for a reason— the triathlon consists of a 2.4- 
mile swim, 112-mile bike ride and 26.2-mile run, 
all in one day That means Stringer’s odometer 
for 2009 looks something like this: 48 miles of 
swimming, 2,240 miles of cycling and 524 miles 
of running.

done in my life,” said Stringer, who is using his 
experiences to jump-start a children’s charity 
called One Good Thought. “There were times 
I didn’t know if I could do it.” 

Like when he wrecked his bike in Germany 
and endured scorching temps in China. 

“A lot of the Ironman is psychologi- 
cal because you’re pushing your body way 
beyond its limit,” said Stringer, an Internet 
marketer when he’s not competing, train- 
ing or traveling. “It seems like during 
every race at some point you want to quit. 
You have to push yourself through that.”
